The manner in which Memorial 
Day was observed in every quar- 
ter of our great country, furnishes 
abundant and convincing testimony 
of that universal feeling of loyalty 
and devotion to coufttry which. exists 
in every section of this united Repub- 
If we come down to the very 


find that, underlying all party strife, 
alllove of political party supremacy, 
is the great common love of country. 
And yet, not unfrequently do we hear 
lamentations over the corruptions 
of the -Republic, and the de- 
generacy of the times in which we 
live. The Republican party has come 
in for its share of denunciation, and 
the corruption of its political leaders 
has been asserted, by those of oppos- 


ing political faith, to be general if not 


universal. 

This habit of declaiming against 
those who have been exalted to places 
of authority and trust, is 2 common 
modern practice, but still it is not one 
which had its origin in the present. 


- Party spite and envious human nature 


showed the same tendency away back 
in the early days of the country’s his- 
tory as now. Human nature is pretty 
much the same in all countries and 
all ages. If we consult the rec- 
ords of the Revolutionary epoch 
we findthat the abuse heaped upon 
Washington, and the great names co- 
temporary with him, was fully equal 


to that heaped upon the public men of 


the presentera. The political status 
of men in public life is estimated by 
their fellows in a great measure accord- 
ing to their party proclivities. We 
are often quite too ready to believe 
that.a man of opposite political faith 


from that which we hold may be 


guilty of all the wrong and corruption 
laid at his door by unscrupulous ene- 
mies. 

It cannot be denied that Americans 


haye cause to blush at the magnitude 


of the frauds and corruptions exposed 
in high places, but this very exposure 
speaks well for the integrity of the 
people. In the declinmg greatness of 
the fallen republics of history, corrup- 
tion was either winked at or carefully 
covered up and left to pass 
unpunished; but to-day the voice 
of the American people as regards all 
its great political criminals is: ‘Let 


no guilty man escape.” 


In a word we do not believe that the 


country is going backward, or that the, 


times are more corrupt, or weak, or un- 
patriotic, or poorer in men of power 
than the times that have gone before. 
We believe that underneath all differ- 
ences of party faith, stronger than the 
love of party triumph, dearer than all 
things else in every loyal American 
heart to-day is the imperishable love 
of liberty and of country. 

The old flag, from which nota star 
has been riven—the flag of sacrifice 
and of victory—is as sacred as the 
memory of the three hundred thousand 
heroes who died that it might wave 
unstained over a land forever conse- 
‘crated to freedom. 


THE CROP OUTLOOK. 


The New York Times of the 21st of 
May published complete information 
concerning the condition of the crops 
throughout the country. Its reports 
were from 129 different points in thirty 
different States, which, omitting only 
the New England aud Middle States, 
cover the country from the Atlantic to 


. the Pacific, and from Floridato Ore- 


gon. The conclusion of the Times’ 
exhaustive report is that while the 
present crop will be larger than the 
average crop in this country, at least 
for the past ten years, it will be much 
less than the exceptionally large crop 
of last year. The wheat product last 
year aggregated the enormous amount 
of 502,000,000 bushels, but the aver- 
age for ten years has been but 354,- 
000,000 bushels. The indications now 
are that we shall at least reach the 
latter figures, and possibly may exceed 
them to a considerable extent. Spec-

Merchants are rushed to death, 
mechanics of all kinds are busy, and 
even the printing offices begin to feel 
the awakening throb of the life of the 
coming harvest. Bean-raisers are busily 
cultivating their fast-growing crops, 
and bee men are extracting garnered 
sweets at the rate of tons upon tons 


per day. 
A FRUIT CANNERY. 


have organized the Ventura Fruit 
Drying and Canning Company, and 
the near future will in all probability 
witness the erection of a fruit cannery 
here on a large scale. The men head_ 
ing this project, merchants and orch- 
ardists, are all possessed of means and 
energy, and, best of all, are all of 
them Ventura county men, whose in- 
terest it is to push forward, and not 
to retard, the growth of this locality. 
It is, indeed, a movement in the 


right direction—for at no distant 
day such an institution will be badly 
needed here. Already, from Ventura 
to Santa Paula, a distance of eighteen 
miles, the valiey is one immense apri- 
cot orchard, varying in width from one 
to five miles, and in this strip, with 
exceptional grain fields which are rap- 
idly disappearing, what is not in apri- 
cots is set out in German prunes, a 
fruit which seems to do equally well 
in our climate and soil. The company 
has a capital stock of $25,000, divided 
into 250 shares of $100 each. Its 
President is Mr. James Day, a wide- 
awake, enterprising map, the pioneer 
apricot orchardist of Ventura county, 
and its Secretary 1s F. W. Baker, jr., 
a hardware merchant in town, equally 
enterprising. !

SPRAGUE’S COURTSHIP. — 


Meeting Kate Chase at Cleve- 
land and Falling in Love at 
First Sight, 
CLEVELAND, May 12.—“Did 

' you know it was in this town 

that Kate Chase and Governor 

Sprague first’met?” asked Colonel 

Dick Parsons, toying idly with an 

after-dinner cigar, as we sat to- 

day in the cosy library of his 
home on Prospect street. “Yes, 
sir, 1 introduced them myself, 
and they fell in love with each 
other right off. It was at the 
time of the unveiling of the Perry 
monument, down in the _ 
early in the war. Governor Chase 
and his family always stopped at 
my house when in Cleveland, and 
Kate was visiting us then. Over 
there, pointing to a leather cov- 
ered easy chair in the corner, “is 
where Governor Chase used to 
sit, in the same chair and on the 
same spot, and the room over- 
head he used to occupy. We have 
always called it the Govenor’s 
room.

My 
wife and Kate and I drove down 
in my We had hardly 
entered the hall when we met 
Sprague. I presented him to the 
ladies. He and Kate went off 
together, and for the rest of the 
evening whenever we saw one of 
them we were pretty sure to see 
the other. It was a case of mu- 
tual and instant infatuation, and 
no wonder. Rhode Island had 
sent adeputation to share in the 
celebration, because Parsons— 
of my family, by the way, and 
who was Perry’s right-hand man 
in the lake—was a 
Rhode Islander. rague was 
attended by his full staff and 
a Governors guard of about a 
hundred, with a fine band of 
music. They made a gorgeous 
display and stunning impression. 
He was the only man in blac 
clothes in the whole party, and

If you could see me now! 
What contrasts there are in 
life; indeed, halfthe world do 
not know how the other «half 
live. Here we are in a little 
mud hut, the floor of earth and 


roof is of shingles, but spaces 
between permit the wind to en- 
ter and play round the cabin 
in gusts. A rough bed of wood 
stands in one corner with a wire 
mattress; over that are spread 
a buffalo robe and some blank- 
ets. Upon this bed we _ sleep. 
‘There is a rude fireplace where- 
on burn brightly mesquite logs. 
Two desks and some campstools 
complete the list of furniture. 
The washstand is unique—a 
iece of cactus omg 4 with a 
eee shingle for the top, on 
which rests atin basin. Boxes 
with the shelves nailed in orna- 
ment the walls and serve for 
dressing-tables, closets, etc. We 
take our meals inatent. The 
cook is Chinese, of course, and 
very good meals he serves ys— 
much bétter than are obtained 
at some railway stations.

Indignant Denial from Him.

C. Streeter who figured quite ex- 
tensively in the newspapers of 
the- Pacific coast, some weeks 
since, as being connected with a 
band of Apaches in Sonora, and 
whose capture and speedy exe- 
cution was telegraphed from 
Hermosillo, will be found inter- 
esting: 
GuasaBus, Sonora, May 9, 1883. 
To the Editor of The Republican 
-—Sir: There a an arti- 
ele.in your publication of April 
18th, purporting tobe a tele- 
m from Hermosillo, statin 
at the Mexican troops me 
overtaken and attacked a band 
of marauding Apaches, putting 
them to rout and capturing from 
them a white man, who from 
description, must be one C. W. 
Streeter, agent in years past. 
Now, sir, this statement 3s ut- 
terly false. Up to the date of 
our issue no white man has 

n captured from the Indians 
by the Mexican troops; and as I 
am the only one by the name of 
Streeter in this country, and as 
it is well known he was formerly 
an employe in the Indian depart- 
ment, the damage caused me by 
these: lying reports cannot be 
caleulated. * Since I left the Uni- 
ted States in 1876 several reports 
have been circulated concerning 
me, but as I have most of the 
time been residing in the interior 
mountain towns, out of the way 
of mail communication, I have 
never, until this, seen aye 
in print, nor have he any- 
thing sufficiently definite to give 
me any clue whereby to ascertain 
who was the author of these 
calumnies. 

Now, sir, as a right, I demand 
of you your buthority for this 
tele , otherwise, for my own 
vindication, I shall hold you per- 
sonally responsible and institute 
proceedings accordingly.

THE MORALITY OF DANCING. 


Dissension 
Church Over this Import- 
ant Question. | 


Norwich (Conn.) letter. 

The question of dancing has 
impaired the unity of one church 
society inthis city and led to 
the departure of its pastor. Sev- 
eral months ago, Rev. Mr. Stine, 
@ young and popular clergy- 
man, was warmly welcomed to 
the pulpit of the German Lu- 
theran Church. He went aet- 
ively to work in his new field, 
was on intimate terms with 
other clergymen, and wasa fav- 
orite at first with his own con- 
gregation. Hesoon evinced a 
ge te to be master as well 
us shepherd in spiritual affairs, 
and sought to dictate the proper 
moral faith for his flock, who 
had been in the habit of doing 
as they thought best. It is the 
custom of the German Luth- 
eran society of this city to hold 
an annual festival during three 
nights in the winter, the most 
popular features being dancing 
and plays. The income from 
the entertainments has been 
used toward paying off the so- 
ciety’s debt, which is about $4,000 
It was proposed by the pastors 
of the other Norwich churches 
last winter to pay half the indebt- 
edness of the Lutheran church 
if the society would raise the 
other half by means of the fair 
and individual contributions. , It 
was agreed also, it is said, be- 
tween Rev. Mr. Stine and the 
other Norwich clergymen that 
the most attractive feature of 
the yearly entertainment, danc- 
ing should be omitted. When 
Mr. Stine announced the pro- 
posed change in the festival pro- 
gramme the majority of the 
church committee and many 
members of the church were 
openly indignant. 

They expressed indifference to 
a “show” that was unenlivened 
by dancing and the opinion that 
the public would not patron- 
ize it. Mr. Stine was resolute, 
and was sustained by a large 
part of his congregation. Sev- 
eral stormy meetings of. the 
committee were held at the pas- 
tor’s house, at one of which a 
lady so vehemently berated Mr. 
Stine and denounced his pro- 
ject that the other ladies retired 
to the street. The pastor tri- 
umphed. There was no dane- 
ing at the festival, the proceeds 
of which, however, were about 
as large as usual. After the 
entertainment the breach between 
Mr. Stine and his church com- 
tinued to widen, and twice it was 
announced that the clergyman 
had resigned his pastorate; but 
the difficulty was temporarily 
ware up. A few days ago the 

isagreement ended in the res- 
ignation .or retirement of the 
pastor who preached a farewell 
sermon and went to a pulpitin 
Pennsylvania. On the eve of his 
departure the clergymet of the 
city raised a,puree of $100 
which was presented to him by 


Rev. Hugh Montgomery. Reso- 
lutions expressing appro- 
bation of the course he had pur- 


sued were drawn up and pre- 
sented to him. Since Mr. Stine’s 
departure it has been said that 
he is not a regular Lutheran 
preacher, but that his belief is 
with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church.
